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CHICAGO  —  A  new  test  designed  to  predict  vocational  success  for 
the  blind  will  soon  be  distributed  to  selected  agencies  and  vocational 
schools  throughout  the  country . 

The  test  measures  intelligence  through  the  blind  person's  ability 
to  recognize  and  assemble  various  objects,  according  to  Dr ,  Harriett  C 
Shurrager,  associate  professor  of  psychology  and  education  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology ,   Dr ,  Shurrager  directed  the  research  which 
led  to  the  development  of  the  test,  called  the  Haptic  Intelligence  Scale. 

Supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Administration,  a  department  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service,  the 
test  kit  was  developed  with  the  cooperation  of  over  900  people  representing 
the  nation's  blind,   "Some  375,000  people  in  this  country  are  legally 
blind,"  Dr ,  Shurrager  estimates,   "And  about  153,000  of  these  are 
totally  blind.   In  most  states  the  legally  blind  are  those  who  can  see 
at  a  distance  of  20  feet  what  a  person  with  normal  vision  can  see  at 
200  feet,"  she  added.   Dr«  Shurrager  explained  that  individuals 
recognized  as  totally  blind  cannot  count  fingers  at  a  distance  of  three 
feet  even  with  visual  correction.   All  subjects  in  the  research  program 
were  totally  blind.

CHICAGO  —  "Professional  counseling  could  cut  the  nation's 
school  dropout  problem  by  more  than  50%,"  Dr   Robert  Roth,  an 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  psychology  professor  said  today, 
in  announcing  a  new  IIT  master's  degree  program  in  counseling  to 
be  offered  this  fall.   Roth  based  this  prediction  on  his  own 
experience  in  the  counseling  field,  which  agrees  with  U   S. 
Department  of  Labor  statistics. 

"The  opportunities  for  trained  counselors  in  public  school 
systems,  in  agencies,  and  colleges  are  increasing  rapidly.   The 
new  program  at  IIT  is  designed  to  teach  counselors-in-training  how 
to  reach  the  student  befcre  he  gives  up  the  educational  struggle 
and  drops  out,  how  to  get  at  the  underlying  reasons  for  failure," 
Roth  said. 

To  insure  that  the  students  gain  practical  as  well  as 
theoretical  competency,  the  program  for  each  student  includes 
supervised  counseling  experience  with  potential  college  dropouts 
at  IIT,  and  with  potential  high  school  dropouts  and  juvenile  offenders 
through  cooperation  with  the  Jewish  Vocational  Service,  and  the 
Illinois  Youth  Commission,  Poth  explained.

Emphasizing  the  urgency  of  this  country's  dropout  problem, 

Roth  noted  that  over  one  million  students  drop  out  annually  before 
completing  high  school.   Quoting  the  most  recent  statistics  from 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  Education  and  Welfare,  he  pointed  out 
that  if  the  current  dropout  rate  continues,  about  7.5  million 
students  will  drop  out  before  graduating  from  high  school  during 
this  decade. 

"We  know  that  the  dropout  is  the  last  to  be  hired  and  the 
first  to  be  fired.   In  cold  figures  this  means  that  persons  without 
a  high  school  diploma  comprise  46%  of  the  labor  force,  but  63% 
of  the  unemployed,"  Roth  added. 

Roth  noted  that  I IT  has  offered  a  counseling  program  to  its 
own  potential  college  dropouts  since  February,  1963,  and  that  it 
has  been  increasingly  successful.   Students  who  would  have  been 
asked  to  leave  I IT  for  academic  reasons  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  participate  in  a  program  of  group  counseling  for  one  semester. 
In  the  most  recent  program,  68%  of  the  students  participating 
improved  their  academic  performance  to  a  satisfactory  level  in 
one  semester „ 

Most  of  the  coursework  for  the  I IT  master's  degree  program 
in  counseling  will  be  offered  in  the  IIT  evening  division  to 
accommodate  those  who  are  employed.

CHICAGO  —  A  one  day  seminar  on  the  New  Life  Safety  (fire) 
Codes  for  Illinois  schools  will  be  held  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  on  August  25. 

Sponsored  jointly  by  the  Office  of  the  Cook  County  Superintendent 

of  Schools  and  the  IIT  department  of  fire  protection  and  safety 
engineering,  the  seminar  has  been  called  to  better  acquaint  engineers 
and  architects  in  the  Greater  Chicago  Area  with  the  two  Illinois 
state  school  fire  codes  which  recently  went  into  effect.   "Engineers 
and  architects  will  be  hired  by  school  boards  to  implement  the 
code  requirements  and  therefore  must  become  familiar  with  their 
unique  features,"  Professor  Gerald  Maatman,  director  of  the  IIT 
fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  department,  pointed  out. 
Maatman  explained  that  these  codes  are  the  culmination  of 
three  years  of  study  on  life  safety  hazards  by  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  following 
the  fire  at  Our  Lady  of  Angels  school,  December  1,  1958.   Ninety-five 
lives  were  lost  in  that  fire. 
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In  Cook  County  the  enforcing  authority  for  the  new  codes  will 
be  Mr.  Noble  Puffer,  Cook  County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
The  codes  will  be  enforced  in  each  county  outside  Cook  by  the 
respective  county  school  superintendent. 

The  new  codes  will  apply  to  all  public  schools  in  Illinois 
with  the  exception  of  Chicago,  which  has  already  developed  school 
fire  safety  regulations  of  its  own. 
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has  been  named  to  the  Deans'  List  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago.

He  spent  two  years  as  a  post-doctoral  research  associate 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  before  joining  the  staff  at  IIT  in 
1956.  He  has  taught  courses  in  inorganic  and  analytical  chemistry  at 
IIT  and  conducted  research  on  the  chemistry  of  coordination  compounds 
and  in  other  areas  of  physical  inorganic  chemistry.

CHICAGO  —  The  average  starting  salary  for  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  engineering  graduates,  which  reached  a  record  high 
this  year,  has  increased  more  than  60%  in  the  last  10  years  and  more 
than  600%  in  the  last  25,  according  to  Earl  C.  Kubicek,  I  IT  director 
of  placement  and  alumni  relations. 

Pointing  out  that  average  engineering  incomes  vary  annually 
according  to  specialized  fieldsP  Kubicek  indicated  that  IIT  mechanical 
engineers  top  the  1964  salary  scale  with  an  average  starting  salary 
of  $360,00  per  month.   In  other  engineering  areas,  1964  starting 
salaries  average  $624.00  for  the  civil  engineer,  $609.00  for  the 
electrical  engineer,  $605.00  for  both  the  industrial  and  metallurgical 
engineer,  and  $597.00  for  the  chemical  engineer. 

Kubicek  noted  that  in  1938  the  typical  IIT  engineer  starting 
his  first  job  earned  $100.00  per  month,  while  in  1954  he  earned 
$368.00  per  month.   Today,  the  average  IIT  engineering  graduate 
earns  $607.00  on  his  first  job  after  graduation. 
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"These  figures  are  a  clear  indication  of  increasing  demand 
for  well-educated  engineers  in  this  country,"  Kubicek  said. 

The  1964  averages  were  reached  after  analysis  of  over  2,400 
personal  interviews  between  representatives  of  industry  throughout 
the  country  and  members  of  IIT's  classes  of  January  and  June  1964. 

Kubicek  also  pointed  out  that  the  average  starting  salaries 
of  IIT  business  and  economics  graduates  are  some  $23.00  per  month 
above  the  national  average  of  business  administration  graduates.

Our  hopes  for  the  future 
depend  not  only  upon  further  knowledge,    but  also  upon  the  wisdom  of  a 
new  breed  of  decision-makers. 

The  citizen  of  the  year  2000  will  live  in  a  world  difficult  to  imagine; 
yet  it  is  our  responsibility  to  help  shape  his  education  today.      The  challenges 
of  our  times  call  for  a  new  educational  focus  upon  technology  and  man.     A 
technologically  oriented  institution  of  higher  education  stands  in  a  unique 
position  to  provide  this  focus,    for  technology  relates  the  "knowledge 
explosion"  to  the  human  situation,    its  needs  and  its  problems. 

The  development  of  outstanding  universities  of  science  and  tech- 
nology has  become  essential  for  four  reasons: 

1.      The  needs  of  industry  and  government  for  scientists  and 

engineers  will  continue  to  exceed  the  supply  for  many  years 

to  come. 

The  Engineering  Manpower  Commission  estimates 
that  by   1971  a  26  per  cent  increase  in  the  number 
of  engineers  and  a  34  per  cent  increase  in  physical 
scientists  will  be  called  for. 
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Scientific  American  studies  project  that  by  1980  the 
proportion  of  top  industrial  management  with  a  back- 
ground in  science  and  engineering  will  have  risen  to 
more  than  50  per  cent. 

2.  A  university  centered  around  science  and  technology  can 
provide  the  ideal  climate  for  scholars  in  the  humanities  and 
the  social  sciences  who  share  a  vital  interest  in  the  impact  of 
the  technological  age  upon  the  individual  and  society  and  upon 
our  culture  and  our  economy.      Out  of  their  work  can  emerge 

a  pattern  of  liberal  education  that  is  truly  relevant  to  our  age. 

3.  An  institution  oriented  toward  professional  education  has  an 
inescapable  obligation  to  relate  to  the  realities  of  our  times. 
One  of  these  realities  is  that  the  graduate  must  both  be  com- 
petent in  his  field  as  it  exists  today  and  be  capable  of  growing, 
through  continuing  self-education,    to  serve  its  changing  re- 
quirements tomorrow.     A  second  reality  is  the  fact  that  the 
new  professional  man,    whether  he  is  a  scientist  or  engineer 
or  economist  or  business  administrator,    will  increasingly 

be  called  upon  to  serve  outside  his  speciality,  to  participate 
in  shaping  policies  and  making  decisions  that  draw  upon  both 
his   specialized  knowledge  and  his  breadth  of  understanding. 

4.  Finally,    the  university  of  science  and  technology  is  an  inde- 
spensable  resource  for  the  discovery  and  application  of  knowledge 
essential  for  survival  in  the  world  we  and  our  children  have 
inherited.      In  serving  as  such  a  resource,    it  recognizes  that 

this  technological  age  is  not  just  a  matter  of  new  "wonders.  " 
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Pure  and  applied  science  cannot  be  separated  from 
human  welfare,    from  our  social,    economic,    political 
and  cultural  life.      To  do  so  is  to  risk  losing  our  place 
in  the  20th  century  and  our  hopes  for  the  21st.      The 
university  of  science  and  technology  is  dedicated  to 
the  urgent  task  of  enabling  man  and  his  technology  to 
march  together.

CHICAGO  --  The  Ford  Foundation  has  awarded  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  a 
challenge  grant  of  $5  million  for  general  educational  development,  Dr.  John  T„  Rettaliata, 
IIT  president,  announced  today. 

The  grant  is  to  be  matched  on  a  three- to-one  basis  ($3  for  each  Ford  Foundation 
dollar)  through  gifts  secured  from  other  private  sources  by  IIT0 

The  grant  and  matching  funds  will  be  applied  toward  accelerating  a  program  of 
institutional  development  currently  in  progress  at  IIT.   Points  of  progress  already 
made  during  the  past  three  years  have  included  inauguration  of  a  new  engineering 
curriculum  and  nine  new  undergraduate  and  graduate  degree  programs,  appointment  of 
40  new  faculty  members,  establishment  of  three  new  interdisciplinary  centers  for 
education  and  research,  a  54  per  cent  increase  in  the  instructional  budget,  and  a 
51  per  cent  increase  in  scholarship  funds. 

Plans  for  future  development  anticipate  a  60  per  cent  increase  in  full-time 
undergraduate  enrollment  by  1972  and  a  200  per  cent  increase  in  full-time  graduate 
enrollment. 

In  expressing  appreciation  to  the  Foundation,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said:   "This  grant 
comes  at  a  strategic  time  not  only  for  IIT  but  also  in  terms  of  the  educational  needs 
of  the  Midwest  and  the  nation.   In  a  day  when  scientific  advancement  has  become  one  of 
the  dominant  factors  in  our  society,  the  development  of  outstanding  universities  of 
science  and  technology  is  urgently  necessary.   Chicago  and  the  Midwest  need  an 
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an  institution  fully  equivalent  in  stature  and  scope  to  the  greatest  centers  of 
technological  education  and  research  anywhere  in  the  nation.   At  the  same  time,  the 
country  stands  to  benefit  from  the  unique  character  such  a  Midwestern  resource  is 
capable  of  achieving." 

"As  the  nation's  third  largest  center  of  scientific  and  technological  education 
and  research,  IIT  has  a  sound  foundation  upon  which  to  build  programs  of  exceptional 
quality  and  influence,"  he  said. 

"Prior  to  making  this  grant,  The  Ford  Foundation  carefully  studied  IIT's  present 
programs  and  its  future  plans.   The  grant  is  a  reflection  of  IIT's  ability  to  achieve 
new  levels  of  serv  ice  to  the  Midwest  and  the  nation." 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is  a  privately- supported  independent  coeducational 
institution  of  higher  education  offering  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  in 
engineering  and  the  physical  sciences,  the  social  sciences  and  humanities,  business 
management,  and  design,  architecture,  and  city  planning.   The  university  was  established 
in  1940  through  the  merger  of  two  pioneer  Chicago  institutions  of  higher  education, 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology  (founded  1892)  and  Lewis  Institute  (founded  1895). 

Since  1940,  IIT  has  grown  from  a  7-acre  campus  with  five  major  buildings  to  a 
115-acre  campus  comprising  nearly  50  buildings.   Its  assets  have  increased  from  $5,000,000 
to  $71,600,000  and  its  annual  operating  budget  from  $1,700,000  to  $36,650,000  (including 
the  operations  of  its  research  affiliates,  IIT  Research  Institute  and  the  Institute  of 
Gas  Technology).

CHICAGO  --  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  conduct  an 
evaluation  and  demonstration  project  of  after-school  study  centers 
under  a  recent  grant  totalling  $101,000  from  the  Office  of  Education 
of  the  U.  So  Department  of  Health  Education  and  Welfare,  it  was 
announced  by  Dr .  Hans  O.  Mauksch,  dean  of  the  I IT  college  of  liberal 
arts . 

This  study  will  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Mrs , Morris 
Janowitz,  a  lecturer  in  the  I IT  Metropolitan  Studies  Center,   Mrs. 
Janowitz  is  also  consultant  to  Governor  Kerner's  Committee  on 
Literacy  and  Learning,  and  to  the  Hyde  Park  Neighborhood  Club's 
after-school  study  centers. 

In  discussing  the  need  for  such  grants,  Mrs.  Janowitz  pointed 
out  that  recently  volunteer  tutoring  programs  and  after-school 
study  centers  have  sprung  up  spontaneously  in  many  parts  of  the 
country.   "In  these  centers,  volunteer  tutors  complement  the  efforts 
of  the  school  system  by  giving  children  individual  attention  and  help 
with  basic  skills.   In  this  way  such  programs,  although  independent 
of  the  schools,  may  help  the  schools  in  urban  areas  of  changing 
population."   Mrs.  Janowitz  pointed  out  tha,t  there  is  evidence  that 
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such  programs  can  be  valuable  to  children  as  a  supplement  to  school 
activities.   However,  as  yet  no  evaluation  of  such  programs  has 
been  made.   The  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health  Education  and 
Welfare  was  made  specifically  to  obtain  such  an  evaluation  over  a 
three-year  period.   Once  completed,  the  results  may  be  released 
nationally.   Another  objective  of  the  project  is  to  develop  materials 
to  help  organize  and  run  such  centers,  where  children  are  helped 
with  their  homework. 

"This  I IT  project  will  be  carried  out  in  close  cooperation 
with  the  Hyde  Park  Study  Center  in  the  Hyde  Park  Neighborhood  Club,, 
the  first  after-school  study  center  established  in  the  Chicago 
area,"  Mrs.  Janowitz  said. 

The  project  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a  similar  center 
in  an  area  near  IIT.

CHICAGO  —  Continued  growth  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  its  programs  of  education  and  research,  -with  record  income  and 
operating  expenditures  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  was  reported  by 
Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  the  university,  in  his  annual 
report  to  the  board  of  trustees  published  this  week. 

Operating  budgets  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  its 
research  affiliates,  IIT  Research  Institute  and  the  Institute  of  Gas 
Technology,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  August  31,  1964,  amounted  to 
an  all-time  high  of  $36,650,000,  according  to  Dr.  Rettaliata.   The 
previous  year's  figure  was  $34,270,000. 

Investment  in  new  buildings  and  equipment  during  the  fiscal  year 
increased  the  value  of  physical  facilities  to  better  than  $57,646,000, 
compared  to  the  previous  year's  investment  in  plant  amounting  to 
$51,226,000.   With  completion  next  year  of  construction  currently  in 
progress,  total  plant  value  is  expected  to  exceed  $62,000,000. 
Total  assets  are  shown  at  $71,656,000  as  compared  with  $64,423,000 
at  the  close  of  last  year. 

Total  research  volume  exceeded  $28,260,000,  as  compared  with 
$26,500,000  the  previous  year. 
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Over-all  enrollment  during  the  1963-64  academic  year  in  the 

university's  day  and  evening  programs  in  undergraduate  and  graduate 

education  increased  4.7  per  cent  over  the  previous  academic  year. 

Enrollment  of  full-time  graduate  students  rose  27.2  per  cent.   Total 

expenditures  for  educational  activities  reached  a  record  figure  of 

$11,200,000. 

Other  highlights  of  the  year  included: 

-  Completion  of  an  Institutional  Planning  study  and  the  adoption 
of  its  recommendations  as  the  Institutional  Development 
Program  of  I IT . 

-  Dedication  of  three  facilities  named  in  recognition  of  special 
support  received  from  individuals  and  organizations.   They 
were  James  S.  Kemper  Library,  Perlstein  Hall  and  the  Anne 
Perlstein  Memorial  Fountain,  and  the  A.  Montgomery  Ward 
Auditorium. 

-  Beginning  of  construction  of  a  new  $825,000  dormitory; 
bringing  total  student  housing  capacity  to  1200. 

-  Construction  of    new  heating  plant  facilities  at  a  cost  in 
excess  of  $1,300,000  to  serve  expanding  campus  facilities. 

-  Provision  of  new  quarters  and  expanded  facilities  for  the 
IIT  Computation  Center,  aided  by  a  $225,000  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 

-  Establishment  of  new  programs  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  Liberal  Arts  and  a  Master  of  Science  degree  in 
counseling . 
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-  Expenditures  for  academic  research  and  special  education 
programs  supported  by  grants  during  the  year  were  increased 
by  43  per  cent . 
Contributions  during  the  past  year  to  the  university's  program 
exceeded  $1,835,000.   The  university  is  currently  engaged  in  an 
accelerated  program  for  development  of  its  programs  and  facilities. 
Early  this  month  it  received  a  challenge  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation 
of  $5,000,000  to  speed  its  progress.

Non-competitive  aptitude  tests  will  be  given  several  times 
daily  to  applicants.  These  tests  require  no  previous  knowledge  of 
a  foreign  language.   Applicants  do  not  pass  or  fail  them  as  they 
are  used  for  placement  purposes  only.   Optional  Spanish  and  French 
language  achievement  tests  will  also  be  administered. 

As  of  this  date,  some  fifteen  IIT  students  are  known  to  have 
Peace  Corps  affiliation:   four  have  completed  service,  three  are 
in  training,  and  eight  are  in  service. 

Nearly  10,000  volunteers  are  either  overseas  or  in  the  process 
of  training  for  service  in  46  countries  in  Africa,  Asia  and  Latin 
America.   Training  programs  begin  in  almost  every  month  of  the 
year  but  are  especially  concentrated  during  February  and  the  summer 
months.  Those  who  apply  during  the  Peace  Corps  team  visit  will  be 
informed  of  their  eligibility  within  approximately  two  months.

CHICAGO  —  A  National  Science  Foundation  grant  of  $146,000  to 
support  a  master  of  science  degree  program  for  teachers  (sociology) 
has  been  awarded  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   This  is  the 
first  grant  of  its  kind  in  sociology  that  the  NSF  has  given,  according 
to  Dr.  Hans  O.  Mauksch,  IIT  dean  of  liberal  arts. 

Explaining  the  need  for  an  academic  year  institute  in  sociology 
for  high  school  teachers,  Dr.  Tagliacozzo,  director  of  this  program 
and  acting  chairman  of  the  political  and  social  science  department, 
said  that  there  is  a  growing  demand  for  the  introduction  of  sociology 
into  the  high  school  curriculum.   "Where  the  subject  is  already  taught, 
there  is  increased  interest  in  changing  the  content  of  high  school 
curricula  to  include  modern  scientific  knowledge  about  society  and 
social  processes.   To  meet  these  new  demands,  many  teachers  seek  the 
opportunity  to  supplement  their  background  in  sociology."   The  academic 
year  institute  in  sociology  is  specifically  designed  to  meet  the 
demands  of  high  school  teachers,  and  provides  the  opportunity  for 
qualified  teachers  to  earn  in  one  year  of  full-time  study  a  masters 
degree  . 
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Dr.  Tagliacozzo  pointed  out  that  applications  will  be  accepted 
from  throughout  the  United  States.   Priority  will  be  given  to  those 
teachers  who  are  now  teaching  courses  with  sociological  content,  but 
who  feel  their  preparation  for  this  has  been  inadequate. 

Each  participant  in  the  institute  will  receive  a  base  stipend 
of  $3,000  plus  a  book  allowance  of  $75,00  and  travel  allowances 
covering  round-trips  between  the  participant's  home  and  I IT. 
Allowances  of  $450.00  per  dependent  are  available.

Center  Jerry  Arndt  and  forward  Bernie  Boyle,  overshadowed  by  the 
tall  Illini  team,  especially  springy  Gessel  Berry,  fought  hard  under 
the  boards  to  obtain  24  rebounds.   Berry,  himself  pulled  down  22. 

The  shooting  percentages  for  the  Techawks  (field  goals)  were 
remarkable;  Boyle  80%  (16  points),  Arndt  78%  (18  points),  Caswick  75% 
(14  points),  and  Kurtzman  41%  (25  points).   The  team,  as  a  whole,  shot 
47%.   Free-throw  shooting  was  UIC's  weak  spot,  hitting  only  10  for  24. 
IIT  had  17  for  26. 

For  UIC,  Romas  Miknaitis  had  25  markers,  Jerry  Abrams  and  Gessel 
Berry  18.

CHICAGO  —  A  showing  of  paintings  and  on-the-scene  battle 
drawings  from  the  U.  S.  Navy's  famous  Combat  Art  Collection  will  be 
held  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  during  the 
week  of  February  8,  1965 . 

The  exhibit,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  I IT  Naval  ROTC  unit, 
will  consist  of  35  works  selected  to  provide  a  cross-section  of 
combat  artists8  eyewitness  records  of  the  Navy's  role  at  sea,  on 
the  beaches  and  in  the  air  during  and  since  World  War  II. 

Captain  R.  J.  Fleming,  commanding  officer  of  the  IIT  unit, 
said  of  the  exhibit:   "The  Navy  combat  artists  have  made  a  permanent 
contribution  to  our  national  culture.   These  eleven  men  have  given  the 
Navy  and  the  nation  a  broad  pictorial  history  of  the  Navy  in  action." 

The  Navy  combat  artists  landed  on  the  beaches  with  the  first 
troops,  underwent  strafing  and  bombing  attacks  and  sweltered  in 
jungles  while  doing  their  work.   Many  of  their  paintings  and  drawings 
have  been  reproduced  in  Life,  Time,  and  the  National  Geographic  and 
in  books  such  as  "The  Navy  at  War"  and  "Victory  at  Sea." 

The  exhibit  will  be  on  display  in  the  armory  of  IIT's  Alumni 
Memorial  Hall,  32nd  and  S.  State  Streets,  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m., 
February  8  through  13.
